10-12, and 15-17 are amended, and claims 13-14 are cancelled by 
amendment filed on 10 March 2005. Therefore, claims 1-12, and 15-18 are currently 
pending in the instant application.

Therefore, claims 1-12, and 15-18 are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept and there is a lack of unity of invention. The 
variables vary extensively and when taken as a whole result in vastly different 
compounds. Additionally, the vastness of the claimed subject matter and the 
complications in understanding the claimed subject matter impose a serious burden on 
any examination of the claimed subject matter. 

Because the claims do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 and lack the same or corresponding special technical features, the 
claims lack unity of invention and should be limited to a product, a process for the 
manufacture of said product, or a method of use. 

Furthermore, with respect to Groups l-VIII, even if unity of invention under 37 
CFR 1.475(a) is not lacking, under 37 CFR 1.475(b) a national stage application
